As per apparatus claim 3: 

a comparator comparing said counted number of the center pixels of 
the isolated dots with a predetermined threshold value; 
As per apparatus claim 14: 

said dot region determining portion determines the dot region to include 
said process-target pixel and peripheral pixels within a range of the number of pixels 
of not greater than half said detected isolated dot size from said process-target pixel.
